Employes can move, 
stay on city payroll 


Hardship waivers can be granted 
to Romulus city employes who move 
out of the city as well as to those 
hired by the city and waiting to 
move in, Charles Lowther, city 
attorney, has informed city council 
and Mayor William M. Oakley. 

His opinion thus backed action 
taken by council last April 10 when it 
voted to waive the residency 
requirement for Mrs. Jo Lynn 
Debuysscher, a deputy assessor 
working for City Assesssor David 
Krause. 

The assessor had requested the 
waiver under a provision of the 
city’s residency ordinance which 
was passed in 1970, stating her loss 
to his office would be a hardship to 
the city. 

Previously, persons hired by the 
city of Romulus were given vjaivers 
allowing them time to sjril homes in 
another locally and roevc into the 
A iy. But, until the waiver given Mrs. 
Debuysscher, no one had been given 
one that would permit them to move 
out of the city and stajy on the city 
payroll. f 

In response to a request from 
council for an opinion, the city at- 
torney cited Chapter 2, Article 7,

“Therefore, it is my opinion that 
the city council unquestionably 
acted v^sin the provisions of its 
authori; ^ayn granting the subject 
waiver, farther concluded 

Some employes at city hall are of 
the opinion that the action by council 
granting a residency waiver to Mrs. 
Debuysscher could act as a 
precedent, with other city employes 
wanting to move out ot the com- 
munity and pleading hardship.

Jean Voight, member of the city’s 
Beautification Committee, which 
recommended revision of the city 
sign ordinance to ban political signs 
at the June 12 council session, ex- 
pressed the group’s concern. 

She cited the ill will generated in 
city neighborhoods by the blight and 
litter which she said followed 
erection of political signs. She 
stressed that the committee was not 
trying to stir up political turmoil 
with its effort to ban the signs. 

Mrs. Voight said the committee 
understood that if passed by council 
the political sign ban most likely 
would not take effect until after the 
city election. 

Councilman Raspberry declared it 
was a right of free expression to put 
up political signs and that any at- 
tempt to restrict that right was a 
violation of the U.S. Constitution. 

Council member Beverly* 
McAnally pointed out that all laws 
infringe upon someone’s rights, but 
that they are needed for the greater 
good of society. She praised the 
Beautification Committee’s efforts 
and concern to have political signs 
banned. 

Mrs. McAnally said the public 
should express their wishes on the 
political sign ban and made the 
motion to have it placed on the ballot 
as an advisory proposition. 

Council member Mary Carter said 
she believed once the people had 
spoken council could better decide 
on the matter. (An advisory vote by 
the people would not be binding on 
council.) 

Some eight years ago, according 
to Clerk Leonard J. Folmar, city 
council voted down the political sign 
ban following strong opposition by 
several political groups in the city. 

In a memorandum June 21, 1979 to 
Mayor William M. Oakley and city 
council, Charles M. Lowther, city 
attorney, said none of the neigh- 
boring cities — Wayne, Ypsilanti, 
Ann Arbor or Birmingham — “is 
absolutely enforcing an absolute 
prohibition of political yard signs.” 

Although Lowther said he was in 
agreement with city planners who 
advocated regulation of political 
signs, he commented, “However, an 
absolute prohibition may not be 
legally supportable unless it is 
‘across the board’, i.e. the total 
prohibition of yard signs, including 
real estate ‘for sale* and ‘sold’ 
signs.”

Youth makes 
astronomical 


discovery 


. A Belleville resident’s 18-year-old 
grandson is making a name for 
himself in the field of astronomy. 

While working recently at the 
Naval Research Laboratory in 
Washington, D C., Russell Carroll, 
grandson of Mrs. John Tenoni, 
discovered low-level radiation 
coming from a contact binary star 
(two stars which are almost 
touching). 

Previously, conventional theory 
had maintained that such stars are 
too cool to emit X-ray radiation. It 
took young Carroll quite some time 
to convince professional 
astronomers that his findings were 


correct. 

A physics major at Oakland 
University who lives in Rochester. 
Carroll said his discovery will open a 
new field of astronomy 

His findings at age 17 drew praise 
from Beverly Berger, one of his 
college instructors, and Ray 
Cruddace, an astrophysicist at 
Naval Research Laboratory. 

The young man’s interest in 
astronomy began after he and his 
brother built a telescope and studied 
the heavens for five years. 




The youngster has his eye on the 
VS. space shuttle program, which 
he feels provides an excellent op- 
portunity for experiments and ob- 
servations in X-ray astronomy. 


Repair of dam to start soon 


Renovation of the old French 
landing Dam was assured last week 
when a contract to perform the 
engineering work was awarded to 
Ayres, Lewis, Narris and Mays of 
Ann Arbor by the Van Buren 
Township Board. 

Construction will be done by the 
O’Neal Construction Co., also of Ann 
Arbor 

Under the contract approximately 
$36 million in repairs and in- 
stallation of new generating 
equipment will breathe new life into 
the dam once used by the Detroit 
Edison Co. as a source of electrical 
power. 


The old dam, now used only to 
regulate the level of water in 
Belleville Lake, was chosen by the 
US. Dept, of Energy as a model 
project for restoration of small 
dams throughout the nation. 

The township has been recruiting 
persons 18-19 years of age to work in 
the pre-apprentice program 
specified by the U.S. Dept of Labor 
as a requisite which had to be met to 
receive federal grants to finance the 
bulk of the project. 

Once in full swing, some 80 young 
workers will receive on-the-job 
training that will prepay them to 
enter apprentice programs with 


Detroit and area trade unions. 

Training on the job will be given 
under the Trade Union Leadership 
Council which will also handle the 
hiring of workers, development of 
the course curriculum, helping to 
screen applicants for the training 
program, and recording hours on the 
job 

Van Buren Township will serve as 
the local management agency. Its 
subcontracting of engineering work 
to the Ann Arbor firm represents a 
joint venture in the design, con- 
struction, purchase of construction 
materials, on-sight supervision, and 
hiring of journeymen to train pre- 
apprentice workers. 


Pre-apprentices working on the 
dam will learn the trades of 
laborers, masons, carpenters, 
millwrights, operating engineers, 
painters, and electricians. 

Classroom study, on-the-job 
training, and level of supervision 
will vary with each trade. In some 
instances 30 trainees will be taught 
by one instructor, while on-the-job 
training sometimes will be on a one- 
to-one basis between journeyman 
and trainee. 

Overall average on the dam 
project will be one supervisor to six 
trainees, according to Sup. Pat 
Cullin 

In addition to work on the dam, the 
bridge south of the dam also will be 
repaired. If time permits, trainees 
also will help in cleaning up the park 
area around French Landing Dam in 
a program aimed at beautifying the 
locale, she explained. 

In addition to funds received from 
the U.S. Dept, of Labor, other 
monies will come from community 
development grant funds which will 
be used for in-kind match, the time 
spent by township employes on the 
dam project. 

An estimated $1.6 million is an- 
ticipated in grants for the first year 
of the project, with about a million 
dollars coming in during the next 
two years, the supervisor said. 

Results of a study made for the 
township revealed that when 
completed, the dam will earn a 
small profit in addition to providing 
badly-needed electrical power to 
ease the nation-wide energy crisis. 

Improved electrical generators 
will permit the old dam to produce 
more power than was possible 
during its heyday under Detroit 
Edison The giant utility deeded the 
old dam to the township several 
years ago with the proviso that Van 
Buren not use it to generate elec- 
trical power 

However, Edison since has agreed 
to forgo the restriction in view of the 
awarding of the federal grants for its 
renovation and the opportunity for 
the dam to help out in the energy 
crunch

NEA interests 


After a period of declining silence, the NEA has again surfaced 
to proclaim their message of ‘gloom and doom’ in the wake of 
California’s Proposition 13. 

Meeting at Detroit’s Cobo Hall for their convention of delegates 
toelect new leadership, the association noted for telling it the way 
they see it, not necessarily the way it is, has scheduled speakers 
for the purpose of scaring the Proposition 13 right out of any right 
leaning wayward members who may not yet be convinced that 
what’s good for the NEA is good for the country. 

One of those speakers, California teacher George Brooke, will 
bespeaking to the assembled 9,000 delegates on the after-shock to 
education caused by his states approval of Proposition 13. 

Weaving a tale of horror; vandalism, violence, and the in- 
cieasing trauma associated with his profession, Brooke tells of 
how his school system’s educational process is deteriorating. 
Poor teacher moral, growing lack of discipline and overworked 
. staff with inadequate supplies, according to Brooke, all are the 
result of the state’s adoption of tax reform. 

But the real message Brooke appears to be carrying for the 
: NEA is that any state foolish enough to adopt similar tax reform 
will suffer the same ailments. 

While none of us should be surprised by the pronouncement of 
the group which spent more than $600,000 to defeat Michigan tax 
, y reform, we are once more distressed to think of our children in the 
> hands of people who so freely take advantage of the truth. 

Perhaps, what Brooke should be telling those 9,000 delegates to 

* the NEA convention, is how to deal with those problems he so 
graphically described. 

' Because, even without the benefits of a Proposition 13 tax 
package, our schools still manage to suffer the same problems 

• that California’s do. 

£ Vandalism, violence, and poor teacher morale are all items we 
" have been forced to deal with for some time. 

The idea that the solution to school problems is a massive in- 
i’. fusion of dollars is no more valid than the idea that HUD could 
:* give away homes and create neighborhoods. 

While the NEA and others are looking for the one magic solution 
to their problems, they have overlooked the fact that there are 
. many problems. Each problem required time and indifference to 
reach today’s magnitude. 

; Only the application of time and caring can resolve them. 

But for any organization that rewards indifference and 
penalizes excellence to call itself professional, probably indicates 
.-. now our schools managed to work themselves to the depths they 
. . have so efficiently achieved. 

So mix 9,000 NEA delegates, self interest as opposed to com- 
munity interest, and the constant pursuit for ‘security’ — that 
elusive even imaginary commodity which substitutes self for 
society — and the result is today’s problems. 

; * John F. Kennedy once said, “Ask not what your country can do 
for you, but rather ask, what can I do for my country.” 

We suggest that the 9,000 NEA delegates in Detroit ask not what 
the system can do for them, rather they should ask, “what can I 
do for the system.”

House eyes meat inspection costs

Two important state services are threatened 
by a lack of federal matching funds. 

One is the nutrition program for senior 
citizens. 

The other is the state’s meat inspection 
program. 

In both cases, there has been action in the 
Legislature asking Congress for needed ad- 
ditional funding for the programs. 

Funds supplied to the state under the federal 
Older Americans Act finance a nutrition project 
which included hot lunches and “meals on 
wheels” for senior citizens in Michigan. 

Unfortunately, a resolution adopted by 
Caigress cut the federal funds for Michigan by 
some $93,000 because the state’s senior citizens 
population has not grown as fast as in other parts 
of the country. 

If these funds are not received, social service 
and nutrition service money for senior citizens 
will have to be cut by about 25 percent in 
Michigan. This would, among other things, 
eliminate about 7,000 hot meals per day for older 
Michigan residents throughout the state, star- 
ting next October 1. 

This comes at a time when the needs of our 
senior citizens continue to rise as their numbers 
increase. 

Adding to the problem is the fact that Michigan 
has increased its rate of spending for senior 
citizens by spending carryover funds from 
previous years and in response to a court order 
from a national lawsuit. 

A resolution adopted by the Michigan House of 
Representatives asks Congress to restore the 
cutback in funds, pointing out the importance of 
the health and well-being of Michigan senior 


citizens. This important part of our population 
should be guaranteed every possible means of 
maintaining good health. Good nutrition is a vital 
means of reaching that goal 

We have a responsibility, therefore, to ensure 
that the nutrition needs of the increasing number 
of senior citizens are met. Without the program, 
there are many older citizens, who are trying to 
get by with small, inflation-riddled incomes, who 
would not eat property and not eat the right 
foods. 

There was also a cutback in funds for the 
state’s meat inspection program, which is 
financed by a combination of state and federal 
money. The program is run by the State. 

Federal meat inspection law is much less 
strict then state law. The tougher state in- 
spection law was enacted a few years ago by the 
Legislature when it was brought out that federal 
law allowed such fillers as animal snouts, ears 
and lips to be used in lunch meat, hot dogs and 
sausages. This, the Legislature felt, was not only 
undesirable, but could possibly lead to an in- 
crease in certain diseases in humans. 

Under the federal matching fund program, the 
State of Michigan has, for several years!, per- 
formed the inspection of meat plants in the State. 
The result has been a higher quality of meat for 
Michigan residents. 

The U S. Department of Agriculture has in- 
formed the State of Michigan that federal funds 
for the inspection program will fall short by 
about $220,000 this year. 

This is a false economy of federal funds. 
Without needed federal money, the State meat 
inspection may come to an end This would force 
the federal government to take over meat in- 
spection in the State, at an additional cost of 


some $2.5 million. It would also mean, because of 
the lower federal meat standards, that Michigan 
citizens would be buying lower quality meats. 

It is estimated that about 200 custom meat 
cutting plants in the State would be free from 
inspection and another 200 plants could be forced 
to close, eliminating jobs as well as competition. 

A resolution adopted by both the Michigan 
House and Senate urges Congress to appropriate 
the needed funds to maintain Michigan’s meat 
inspection program 

The House voted to send another message to 
Washington, this one to the Veterans Ad- 
ministration, urging it to select Fort Custer at 
Battle Creek as a site for a national cemetery. 

Despite its great numbers of veterans and 
their high achievements in national conflicts, 
there is presently no national cemetery in 
Michigan to honor the state’s valiant men and 
women who in their lives served their nation. 

The Veterans Administration in the near 
future will be selecting sites for designation as 
national cemeteries. Fort Custer is one of the 
sites under construction 

Since it was established during World War I as 
Camp Custer, Fort Custer has played a 
significant role in national defense Thus, its 
selection as the site of a national cemetery would 
carry with it a historic link to armed forces 
service. 

The selection would also be a fitting memorial 
to the thousands of Michigan servicemen who 
gave their lives in the armed forces. 

The resolution, which is under consideration in 
the Senate, points out that ‘‘Few locales are 
more appropriate than Fort Custer and few 
states more worthy of such a distinction than 
Michigan.” 


Editor's log 

Judges are good... 

' but 50 grand?'

Three-cheers for the ‘tie-bar’ plan now under 
consideration by state lawmakers. If carried to 
logical conclusions, it could make all of us rich. 

For the benefit of non-judicial types who may 
not know what a ‘tie-bar’ plan is, rest assured 
that your local district court judge knows. 
Especially since he stands to reap a windfall pay 
increase should the measure be approved by the 
legislature. 

For years, district court judges have com- 
plained about the system which established that 
their salaries would be paid by both state and 
local units of government. Since many com- 
munities have refused to give their judges the 
full authorized local supplemental money, the 
system has led to non-uniform state-wide 
salaries for judges, and it is this non-uniform 
salary that irks the judges, especially those 
judges not getting their share 

Well thanks to our generous state lawmakers, 
those same folks who strangely refused to 
support any form of tax reform last November, 
the state’s judges are on the verge of having 
their problem resolved But as usual, the 
problem they get rid of, will soon find its way to 
your mailbox in the form of next year’s tax bill. 

Provisions of the ‘tie-bar’ plan which is gaining 
support in Lansing, provides that the salaries of 
all state judges be tied directly to a fixed per- 


centage of the salaries paid the state supreme 
court justices 

With the supreme court justices scheduled to 
get $60,000 annually, lawmakers would provide 
state court of appeal judges with 96-percent of 
that amount, or $58,000. Up from their current 
$51,000 by 13.7 percent. 

Circuit court judges, now getting $42,000 would 
have their salary set at 94-percent of the 
supreme court justices, or $56,000, up 33.3- 
percent. 

Probate court judges would get 88-percent of 
the supreme court pay, and district court judges 
would receive 84-percent, or $50,000, up 45.2 
percent from their current average salary of 
$35,000. And all of this would happen at a time 
when the president has asked that all pay in- 
creases be limited to 7.7-percent. 

Well, if a little bit is good, a lot must be even 
better. Perhaps our lawmakers should consider 
expanding their ‘grand scheme’ to the private 
sector of the economy 

Editors for example, should by law, receive 96- 
percent of publisher's salary. Auto mechanics 
should receive 96-percent of the owner's salary. 
Assembly line workers should receive 84-percent 
of the Chairman of the Board’s salary, and since 
the people of Michigan are Governor Milliken’s 
boss, the governor should get 96-percent of the 


average state-wide wage of Michigan’s workers 
as his compensation. 

But I suppose that is going entirely too far. 

After all, just who do we think we are anyway? 

While the scheme to boost the salaries of the 
state’s judges is logical, at least when viewed 
from the characteristically illogical position of 
our lawmakers who have a ‘money tree’ to pick 
from, this plan embodies just about all the 
necessary reasons for the state’s voters to insist 
on limiting state spending. 

For the state to mandate that equality of pay 
for judges is more important than a com- 
munity’s ability to pay that salary, is hogwash. 

While it is true that some of the state's judges 
are being paid less than others, the difference 
represents a local government’s obligation to 
provide input on this important issue 

After all, who knows the judges best? Local 
government or Lansing 

But even more importantly, the fact that our 
state lawmakers have even considered this 
taxpayer ‘rip-off* indicates that they have a very 
low opinion of Michigan’s voters 

Another case of special interest versus public 
interest, with special interest again appearing 
victorious. And you can bet your bundle that no 
Michigan court will ever rule this scheme un- 
constitutional. 

Robert Tisch! Where are you? 


The Michigan House is currently considering a proposal for the 
reorganization of the Michigan Court structure. 

This necessary and overdue attempt to resolve the duplication 
of effort which exists between Detroit’s Recorder’s Court and 
Circuit Court, could consolidate the two and result, over the long 
run, in improved service at lower cost. But the lawmakers do not 
want to end it there. 

As the result of political pressure from the Michigan Judiciary, 
our lawmakers included in that reorganization bill, an item 
labeled a ‘tie-bar’ plan which will grant the state’s 555 judges 
whopping pay increases. 

The ‘tie-bar’ plan approved by the House would pay lower court 
judges a percentage of what justices of the Supreme Court are 
v paid.» 

Justices of the state court of appeals would be paid 97 percent of 
the Supreme Court justices pay ; circuit court justices would get 

percent , probate court judges would get 88 percent and district 
court judges would receive 84 percent. 

While the plan does resolve problems associated with the non- 
uniform salary levels, judges are paid by both the state and local 
units of government alike; the formula being discussed by the 
House represents nothing short of a raid on the treasury. 

At a time when the President has asked us to observe 7.7 per- 
cent pay increase guidelines, our lawmakers are considering 
granting some judges, increases of up to 84 percent. 

While we at Associated believe that the reorganization of the 
state courts is overdue, we also believe that the present formula 
being discussed, a formula that would make all our judges in- 
dependently wealthy, smacks more of politics than public ser- 
vice. 

We see no reason why any pay increases must be attached to 
the reorganization bill. 

All of our judges have sought the elective positions they now 
hold, and they sought them at the salary now* being paid.

What could the federal government 
possibly do that would get Bumper Horn- 
berger "honked off" enough to scrounge 
up $6,615 from his family and friends to 
buy a half-page ad in The Washington 
Post? 

Well, they decided to spend $5.8 million 
tax dollars on a new housing project that 
they could have built for a. cool million 
dollars less. That’s what. 

But then again, they’re only our tax 
dollars. So who cares? 

Well, Bumper Hornberger cares. And he 
asked around for money to pay for this ad 
to let Washington know he’s "honked off ."

"The people of Laredo, Texas, would 
like to thank you, the taxpayers of 
America, for a gift of $1,000,000.00 (One 
Million Dollars)," the ad says.

We also used to furnish them with maps of the 
area w'e were traversing as well as thick felt 
markers and let them keep track of the route by 
marking it with their pens. 

For the games, I provided pennies or nickels (for 
bingo) and, if time permitted, would get out 
shopping and find small prizes which we wxapped 
and awarded for the harder games 

I’ve a super recipe to share with you today — a 
relative of the quiche clan — which I kitchen-tested 
on BG’s summer appetite tonight It’s light but 
ample and with a fresh fruit salad and iced tea was 
plenty for a warm June evening. 

Found “Rice Quiche” in a gourmet magazine (I 
think it was “Cuisine”) and it was rather fun to 
create.

RICE QUICHE 

1 cup hot cooked rice < I used regular, not Minute 
since I find it adheres better) 

1 egg, beaten 

two-thirds cup finely shredded Swiss cheese 

3 eggs 

1 can (13 ozs.) evaporated milk, undiluted 

*2 teaspoon salt 

pinch of nutmeg, sugar and cayenne pepper 

1 package ( 3 oz ) wafer thin sliced ham 

:, 4 cup shredded Cheddar cheese. 

1 Mix rice, 1 egg and Swiss cheese. Press in 9- 
inch pie pan Refrigerate until ready to fill. 

2. Beat 3 eggs, milk, salt, nutmeg, sugar and 
cayenne pepper. Stir in ham and Cheddar cheese. 

( Directions did not say what to do with ham so I tore 
it in pieces but next time would cut it a bit smaller to 
makecutting a little easier ) Pour intocrust. 

3 Bake 15 minutes in preheated 400 degree oven 
Reduce oven temperature to 300 Bake until table 
knife inserted half-way between center and edge 
comes out clean, about 30 minutes. Let stand 5 
minutes before cutting 

There’ve been some changes made ( LOTS of ’em ) 
since our move southwestward.

Control weeds in home gardens 


A weed-choked garden is no treat 
lo the eye. But a neat appearance 
isn’t the only good reason for 
keeping weeds under control 
Nancy Butler. Washtenaw 
Cooperative Extension Horticultural 
Assistant, points out that weeds 
compete with desirable plants for 
lood. water, growing space and. if 
the weeds are tall enough to shade 
the other plants, even sunlight 
Weeds may also harbor insects and 
disease organisms 
Unfortunately. the tilling we do to 
prepare the soil brings buried weed 
seeds up w here they can germinate. 
And the watering and fertilizing we 
do to promote the growth of our 
crops benefits the seeds, too So. we 
have lo weed out the plants we don’t 
want 

For most Gardeners, chemical 
weed control is not an option There 
is no one herbicide that can be used 
on the variety ol crops in most home 
gardens. Several chemicals would 
be required, each one with the 
potential for harming some crops 
Safer — though requiring a bit 
more effort — are the cultural 
methods ol weed control: 
cultivating and mulching. 

Hand pulling weeds or chopping 
them off just below the soil surface 
is especially practical in small 
gardens. Dig weeds out when they 
are small — less than three inches 
high — and remove them from the 
garden so they can’t take root again 
and continue to grow • Cultivate as 
often as necessary to keep the 
garden relatively weed free Don’t 
wait until the weeds take over At 
that point reclaiming the garden for 
the crops can be such a mammoth 
chore that it’s very easy to giveup^ 


Mulching takes less time and 
effort than cultivating Mulching — 
covering the soil surface with 
plastic, grass clippings. leaves, 
compost, straw or some other 
material — stops weed seeds from 
germinating and smothers existing 
small weeds Organic mulches — 
those made from once living plant 
materials - should be applied after 
plants have been set out or when 
seedlings reach about four inches in 
height Two to three inches of mulch 
should be enough for weed control 
Several thicknesses of newspaper 
can also be used for mulch, as long 
as they’re anchored securely so they 
don’t blow around 
Black plastic used for mulch 
should be put down before tran- 
splants are set out Anchor it with 
soil, rocks, bricks, boards or some 
other material Then set plants into 
the soil through slits in the plastic 
An advantage of mulching over 
cultivating is that mulching needs to 
be done only once in the season 
Mulches also help keep the roots of 
plants cool, hold moisture in the soil 
and keep crops free of mud spatters. 
Organic materials may also be 
plowed into the soil in the fall to 
enrich it Black plastic, of course, 
must be picked up at the end of the 
season 

On the other side of the ledger, 
mulches sometimes promote pest 
problems The cool, moist conditions 

/•iK 


under a layer of mulch are ideal lor 
slugs, slimy little creatures like 
snails without shells, which can 
severely damage garden plants If 
slugs are a problem in your garden 
it might be better to control weeds 
by cultivating rather than mulching 

Using some mulches — like 
sawdust, corncobs, paper pulp 
straw or shredded bark — may 
cause nitrogen deficiencies in the 
garden As soil bacteria break these 
materials down, they take up 
nitrogen from the soil, making it 
unavailable to crops Add a little 
extra nitrogen fertilizer to make up 
for this. 

Other mulches — like grass 
clippings and straw - may be the 
source of large numbers ol weed 
seeds Grass clippings brought 
straight to the garden from the law n 
may also carry herbicide residues 
that can harm garden plants Avoid 
using clippings within two weeks ol 
spraying w ith a lawn herbicide

Backyard Barbecuing 

ROTISSERIE RUMP ROAST 
* 6-8 servings 

4-5 pound rump roast (high quality) 

Insert rotisserie rod lengthwise through center of roast; secure meat on rod 
with bolding forks so that it is balanced and turns only with rod. Insert meat 
thermometer making sure it does not touch rod or fat. Cook over medium-hot 
coals 14 to 24 hours or until desired degree of doneness. Serve with Sour 
Cream-Blue Cheese Sauce-. 

SOUR CREAM-BLUE CHEESE SAUCE 
Yield: 1 1 4 cups 

1 cup dairy sour cream 

2 tbsp. red wine vinegar 
4 tsp. dry mustard 

4 tsp. sugar 

1 4 cup crumbled Blue cheese 

Combine sour cream, vinegar, mustard, sugar and Blue cheese. Heat, 
stirring constantly, until warm, ( Do not boil. ) 

GRILL-BROILED CHICKEN WITH 
SEASONED BUTTER BRUSH-ON 
6-8 servings 

4 cup ( 1 stick) butter 
* 4 cup lemon juice 

1 tbsp. ( '-4 envelope) garlic salad dressing mix 

2 broiler-fryer chickens, quartered 

Melt butter; blend in lemon juice and salad dressing mix. Brush chicken 
with seasoned butter Place on grill, cut side down, 5-6 inches from coals. Cook 
about 1 hour; turning and brushing with seasoned butter about every 10 
minutes. 

NOTE: If chicken seems to be cooking too fast, move grill farther from 
coals or spray a little water on coals to lower heat. 

CHILI CORN 
6-8 servings 

4 cup ( 1 stick) butter 
4 cup chopped green pepper 
2 tbsp. chopped pimiento 
1 tsp. salt 

4 tsp. chili powder * 

6-8 ears corn 

Whip butter until light and fluffy. Stir in green pepper, pimiento, salt and 
chili powder. (Yield: 1 cup) Place each ear of corn on a square of double 
thickness heavy duty aluminum foil. Spread with about 2 tablespoons butter 
mixture. Wrap securely in foil, twisting ends. Roast directly on medium coals 
10 to 15 minutes, turning once. 

NOTE: Foil-wrapped com may be baked in a preheated 450 degree oven, 25 
minutes.
